Maloney  Announces 
$131,998  CETA  Grant 


Supt.  John  Maloney  inform- 
ed the  School  Committee  this 
week  that  Cohasset  had  been 
awarded  a CETA  Special  Train- 
ing Program  grant  for  $131,- 
998. 

The  grant,  which  becomes  ef- 
fective this  week  until  March  14 
next  year,  will  employ  and  train 
10  individuals  in  custodial  and 
maintenance  areas  of  the 
school.  These  employes  are  en- 
titled to  all  the  benefits  of  regu- 
lar employees,  Maloney  said, 
and  will  not  interfere  with  regu- 
lar personnel  shifts  or  the  hiring 
of  summer  help. 


Maloney  said  the  head  cus- 
todians will  be  serving  as  super- 
visors in  the  training  of  the  new 
employees,  nine  of  which  have 
already  been  interviewed  and 
hired  by  Business  Manager 
John  Raferty.  Raferty  said  that 
their  jobs  will  include  carpentry, 
ceiling  and  roof  repair,  retiling 
floors  and  painting  as  well  as 
other  custodial  duties. 

The  committee  commended 
Maloney  on  the  application  and 
award  of  the  grant.  Raferty  will 
submit  a detailed  plan  of  super- 
vision for  the  workers.
